Richford, Vt., July 12.—After tell- 


ing her story before Judge Mulvina 
in the King's court at Sherbrooke, P. 
Q., Eva Board Tracey ot Glen Farn- 
ham, 
a youngi woman accused of the 


murder of Forest Howard, whom she 
shot and killed a week or more ago, 
was acquitted, it having been shown 
that she was compelled to shoot 
Howard in self-defense.

This finding is not 
only Important for Malta, but for 
many other places within tho Medit- 
erranean area. Gibraltar Is one of 
these whero this fever Is very preva- 
letii, and gonta are almost the only 
source of the milk tupply.

Even the parade uni- 
forms of modern troops are quiet.

their own. The policeman In most 
countries, and especially In the Uni- 
ted States, have to wear them on pa- 
rade "and on the firing line. The 
thought of a policeman in his dou- 
ble row of brass buttons Is as pleas- 
ant to the burglar, the hold-up man. 
the street beggar and crookdom gen- 
erally as -was the Bight of Braddock's 
regulars to the Indians who am- 
bushed them near Fort Duquesne In 
1775 


Much of a patrolman's night work 


consists of prowling around dark al- 
leys and back doors in deserted busi- 
ness districts. He IB permitted to 
wear rubber-heeled shoes, and can 
be more or less silent. He can lurk 
In shadows and often get the start of 
a stealthy crook. But the moment he 
eteps into a street light or even 
comes up an alley In the dark he is 
as visible as though he were Illumi- 
nated. His double row of brass but- 
tons make him not only a walking 
sign post on the darkest night, but 
but also a plain target if it comes 
to shooting. 


The rights of the soldier the world 


over to offer as Inconspicuous a 
Bhootlns mark as possible have been 
universally admitted. But the indus- 
trious policeman IB still hampered by 
an antiquated tradition in the matter 
of uniform. He is a military anach- 
ronism. 


Telephone Stops Log Jams. 


When 
Alexander 
Graham 
Bell 


spoke his first message over the tele- 
phone, thirty years ago, he had no 
Idea that the instrument would be 
used to break "log jams," the terri- 
ble bane of the logman's career. No 
more interesting Incident of the in- 
vasion of modern invention Into the 
pathless forest than how the tele- 
phone thus saves hundred of lives 
each i,oar has been told for many a 
day. Tho life of the logman—the 
hardy work of felling trees and the 
perilous task of floating them down 
utreams to the sawmill—presents a 
ecene Into which It scarcely seems 
the Ingenious inventor would ever 
break his way. But tho telephone has 
made log jams an event of the past. 


The passing of the log Jam is an 


occasion of rejoicing by tho wood- 
man, but not to the devotee of pic- 
turesque scenes of the woods. It is a 
wonderful sight to see the logs piied 
almost inextricably on top of each 
other in a rushing stream, and it Is a 
thrilling spectacle to watch the dar- 
ing woodsman cut away the log that 
is the key to the jam and then as the 
logs begin to move see him skip nim- 


~bly over tho moving pieces of tim- 


ber to safety on the shore. 
Now, 


however, the man who makes his an- 
nual trip into the woods of Maine or 
Canada to watch the logman bring 
the fruits of a winter's work down a 
mountain stream will be disappoint- 
ed. Tho jams are never permitted to 
form. At the first sign of a clog one 
of the men patrolling the banks of 
the river telephones upstream 
to 


have the flow of logs stopped in the 
quiet stretches, called "trips." In 
this way the jams are nipped In the 
bud. As soon as the Incipient trouble 
is over the men along the trips are 
notified by telephone and the stream 
of logs moves along again. 


Ice Making In France. 


Consul Jackson, of La Rochellp. 


states that on account of the stead- 
ily increasing fishing Industry the 
manufacture of ice In La Rochelle 
has become an important considera- 
tion. He says: "The most important 
ice plant produces forty tons per 
day, and there are three others of 
varying capacity. The system em- 
ployed Is that by which sulphurous 
acid is used. The appearance of ice 
for industrial requirements has nat- 
urally suggested its use for domestic 
purposes. Several attempts to make 
ice boxes or refrigerators have been 
more or less unsuccessful. In one 
Instsinco a family imported a refrig- 
erator direct from New York. There 
bhould be an excellent opportunity 
for the American ice box In La Ro- 
chello and neighborhood."

INSANITY IN LIFE CONVICTS. 


Tendency to Mental CoUanae Greater 


Than in Other Prisoners. 


A tendency to insanity among life 


prisoner! is pointed out by the direc- 
tors of the State Prisons in their an- 
nual report. The report says:1 


"Of the 473 prisoners undergoing 


confinement more than twelve per 
cent, are serving life sentences. Thej 
periods of their Individual confine- 
ment range from a few months to 
forty-six years. 


"With Just enough exceptions to 


prove the rule, this large body of 
life prisoners is orderly and well be- 
haved, although the tendency of 
them to drift into Insanity is much 
greater than obtains among other 
convicts. 


"The comparative youthfulness of 


persons who commit the bulk of se- 
rious offences is a fundamental fact 
in connection with the problem of 
crime. The period between sixteen 
and thirty is the criminal age. Then 
the functional activities attain their 
maximum; then the fires of passion 
and of emotion wax hottest; then the 
spirit of incautious adventures exer- 
cises the greatest Influence on the 
cross purposes of life; and then the 
responsiveness of the individual to 
his environment, whether helpful or 
hurtful is promptest." 


Pure Wlue in fJermany. 


The consul general of tho United 


ointes at Frankfort reports the ar- 
rest and conviction of the president 
of the Wine Growers' Association, 
who is also a large manufacturer 
nn-5 dealer in wines, for the adulter- 
ation of his products with saccha- 
rine matters, acids, and deleterious 
water. The court Imposed a fine of 
?700, all the costs of the trial, which 
amounted to over $7,000, and con- 
fiscated the adulterated wine.

tential dangers associated with ac- 
runulatlons of dust In living rooms. 
A '>In-ix:;nt "as used to convey as 
ritic'i dust an so small a vehicle will 
carry. This yielded no less than 
3,000 colonies of living germs when 
cultivated on gelatine, and although 
fortunately every species was 
not 


representative of disease, jet the 
majority wore potent sources of de- 
composition and clanger to health. 


Keeping Tr-ick <-t Wires. 


To the casual observer, the nu- 


merous wires which 
stretch from 


pole to pole along tho streets of any 
largo city represent nothing but con- 
fusion; yet, in reality, a perfect sys- 
tem is observed, and the location of 
even wire Is accurately Known. The 
manner In which the electric light 
companies keep track of their wires 
is very simple, and at the same time 
•very curious. 


A board three feet long and two 


feet wide is secured, and a heavy 
piece of cardboard is t.icked on it; 
then a diagram of the city is drawn, 
showing all the streets. Now comes 
the laying out of the wires. Pins are 
then stuck Into tho cardboard on 
each street on which the wires are 
strung, and around each pin twine 
Is placed. The twine starts from the 
central electric station, and, follow- 
ing it up, any wire can be traced. 
When there is more than one lino of 
wires on a street, the number is rep- 
resented by strings on tho chart.

It !s argued 
that a linen handkerchief which is 
carried in the pockets and becomes 
heated is necessarily a desslminator 
of undesirable germs, and with the 
aid of the laundries, a constant cir- 
culation of deadly organisms Is kept 
up. 


It Is customary in many English 


sanatoria to provide the patients 
with paper handkerchiefs, which, af- 
ter use, are placed In receptacles, 
where they are immediately crema- 
ted. Most of the handkerchiefs used 
in these sanatoria are of Japanese 
make, as the English make has not 
como Into great favor on account of 
their being much harder in texture 
than the Japanese.

HEW ZEALAND'! ODD BIRD. 


The Kiwi Has Some 


Peculiarities. 


When the first skin of a kiwi 


shown 
some 
English 
naturalist* 


about seventy years ago, they wer* 
greatly perplexed as to Ita relation' 
ship. The kiwi is a native of Ne* 
Zealand, and while once very com- 
mon there, is now becoming extinct. 
Its remarkable peculiarities ere — • 
first, the apparent absence of wlng*i, 
as the plumage so covers the small. 
rudimentary stickllke appendage of a 
wing, that none whatever Is appar- 
ent. The situation; of the nostri'.s, at 
the bill's extremity, "is a second pe- 
culiar feature. 
While hunting for 


earth 
worms it probes 
the 
soft 


ground, making a continual sniffing 
sound; thus the scent Is evident!} of 
great help In finding food, and the 
reason for the position of the nos- 
trils quite apparent. 


A third peculiarity Is the very. 


disproportionate size of the egg In 
comparison to the bird, it being a. 
little less than one-fourth the bird's 
own weight. One kiwi's egg found 
weighed 
fourteen 
and 
one-half 


ounces, while the bird weighed just 
under 
four 
pounds 
(sixty-four 


ounces) and was about the size of 
an ordinary hen. 


The plumage of the kiwi is a dull 


brown streaked with light gray, and 
the body resembles a miniature hay- 
shock, rather badly hacked off at the: 
rear part, as nature has not provid- 
ed the kiwi with such decorations as 
a tail. The absence of wings Is com- 
pensated for by their swiftness of 
foot, and the large, clumsy-looking 
legs, which are sometimes used as 
weapons, are placed far back on the 
oddly shaped body. 


The First Stove. 


The most important uses of fire 


were taught by fire itself. As the 
primitive man stood near the flames 
of the burning tree and felt their 
pleasant glow he learned that fire 
may add to bodily comfort; 
and 


when the flames swept through a for- 
est and overtook a deer and baked 
it, he learned that fire might be used 
to improve the quality of his food.

Here was 
the first stove. The primitive stove 
was the entire house; the floor wtn 
tho fireplace and the hole in the roof 
was the chimney. The word "stove" 
originally meant "a heated room."

England from one postoffice to anoth- 
er, for equal sums." 


In spite of all this, penny postage 


over the Atlantic seems to be hope- 
lessly In the future. 


•Although the fight for penny pos- 


iage to England has been going on 
for over half a century. It has late- 
Ij beeo dealt another blow, this time 
by the authorities of Great Britain, 
who declare that its. adoption, would 
mean a great loss to the 
postofflce 


department. In the observations of 
Elihu Burritt, 
Tvhose 
indefatigable 


championship of peace is not yet, or 
ever to be, forgotten by the American 
people, we find a strong plea for pen- 
ny postage made under the head of 
"An Olive Leaf for the English Peo- 
ple." The rate at that time 
(1847) 


was a shilling. 


Chambers' Jo4urnal (English) said 


at the time: "As the weight of let- 
ters on shipboardi must be relatively 
trifling, it does not appear to us that 
any physical difficulties could stand 
in the way of such a scheme, and in 
oUrer respects we feel assured, with 
Burritt, that there could be no seri- 
ous obstacles to the undertaking, at 
least none that would not disappear 
on an earnest consideration 
of the 


subject. Of course," adds The Journ- 
al, "this consideration would require 
to be mutual on the parts of 
the 


British and North American govern- 
ments. The real difficulty, we appre- 
hend, will not be found1 \\ith Eng- 
land, but with the 
United 
States, 


which have not yet obtained even a 
domestic penny post." 


Since then, however, we have ob- 


tained our penny post, and it seems 
rather odd at this day to find that the 
dignified prophet of 1847 was in the 
wrong, since the opposition of 190C 
to penny postage across the ocean 
Iras come from the authorities of 
England. 


Mr. Burritt in his treatise gave a 


number of reasons why a penny post 
across the Atlantic would pay, none 
of which seems to be considered very 
cogent by the authorities today. The 
first reason was that the amount of 
mail matter transmitted would be 
greatly larger. If this were true in 
1847, with a shlling post, how much 
more easily would it be true in 190fi 
•with a five, cent postage rate. 


The second reason was that a large 


amount of matter lay dead in 
the 


postoffices on account of insufficient 
postage being paid on it; a 
dead 


loss to the department., because .the 
addressees refused to pay the furth- 
er eTOrbitant charges demanded. The 
third reason, was the rendering ob- 
solete of the practice of passengers 
carrying letters unsealed across the 
ocean for friend's, as they were al- 
lowed to do, and! then mailing them 
on the other side. These second and 
third reasons have probably 
been 


nullified by the adoption of the five 
cent rate. 


Mr. Burritt's next reason, that a 


penny post is desirable from a com- 
mercial and social standpoint, is one 
that rather appeals to us. 
If the 


friendship between the 
two 
coun- 


tries could be »tlll further cemented 
by even the loss to the department 
which it is claimed would occur, that 
JOBS would in itself be gain. 


Another and a unique reason of- 


fered by Mr. Burritt for the change 


. wa* that "it would make English 


penny postage stamps a kind of in- 
ternational currency at par on both

SHALL BE PUBLIC 


New York, July LI.—A cable dis- 


patch to a morning paper from Paris 
says: 


"I want to be guillotined. 
They 


condemned me to death, and they 
shall execute me. I'll have none of 
their pardon. There is no reason for 
a revision of my sentence. Paris has 
not seen an execution in ten years, 
and- I'm going to give them the sight 
free." 


This declaration was made by Pl- 


erra Adams to the prison authorities 
and lawyers who were trying to per- 
suade him to appeal for a commuta- 
tion of his death sentence for mur- 
der. He has resisted the persuasions 
persistently for three 
weeks 
and 


clamors to have his head chopped off 
yet the authorities do not 
comply 


v/ith his wish. 


The position is a curious one. As 


the law stands, it prescribes that ex- 
ecutions shall be public, but since 
the guillotine was 
removed 
some 


3ears ago from the notorious Place 
De I-a Roquette, the local officials ev- 
evywhere have successfully 
resisted 


the attempts to secure a new site, and 
the guillotine has lain idle in a shed, 
the ocers of justic enot venturing to

STUDYING 
EYES 
OF 
ANIMALS. 


Results of Recent Investigations by 


a British Scientist. 


For some years past the eminent 


British opthalomologist, Dr. Lindsay 
Johnson, has been Investigating the 
5yes of animals, and has made some 
valuable discoveries of great interest 
to zoology and our knowledge of the 
evolution of various animals. 


One ofthe most remarkable of these 


researches, says the Scientific Ameri- 
can, is a confirmation of Darwin's the- 
ory that man is closely related to the 
pr'ir.atcs. From his investigations Dr. 
Johnson has found that the eyes of all 
apes, including man, are practically 
identical. Each has the highly com- 
plex r.j stern of veins and arteries, and 
the direct or parallel vision. 


According to this authority, the dog 


has tuo ancestors, one 
round-eyed 


and the oval-eyed. The first is the 
hyena and the latt'er the bear tbrougn 
the raccoon. All animals exposed to 
chase by enemies, such as the hare, 
rabbit and squirrel, can see all around, 
and all the rodendia squint. 


The lower an animal in the scale, 


the further is its eye from the par- 
allel of vision. According to this au- 
thority, also, the corpus 
nlger, or 


black body of pigment, in Uie 
eye 


of the horse, which has proved such 
a source of speculation to the natur 
alist, veterinarians 
and 
zoologists 


reveals through the ophthamaoscope 
a new means of tracing the ancestry 
and relationship of the horaa^—The 
eye curtain is precisely the same 
that which is found in all troplca 
animals, such as the Onega, camel, 
antelope, etc., and fulfills one import 
ant 
function—the protection 
of thi 


eye from sunlight. 


One result of 
Dr. 
Johnson's 
re- 


searches will necessitate a reclasslfl 
cation m one section of zoology.

with a donkey.

their houses grinding corn in the old
